For facts , I am extracting below the preliminary order passed by me 
on 10-4-1979 . 

" The above Industrial Dispute between the Plantation Corporation of 
Kerala Ltd., Kottayam and the Workm.n of the above concern namely 
Smt. Bharathy , Ex - tapper, Kodumon Estate, Pollimuruppel House , 
Piothankara , Elamannoor P. O. via . Adoor was referred to this court for 
aojudication under section 1: (1) (c ) of the Industrial Disputes Act of 
1947 as fer Order in G.O. (Rt.) No. 1161/77/LBR dated 28-9-1977 . 

The issue referred for adjudication is-" Dismissal of Smt. Bharathy " . 

The facts in brief are: On 3-1-1970 it was found that in tasks . 19 an 
67 of 1 Division , where Smt. Bharathy was work.ng as a tapper , bundles 
oi cup-lun p rubber were k pt at different ilaces intending to take them 
away later dishonestly by way or theft. " The cup-lumps were so found at 5 
places in task No. 19 and at 2 places in task No 67. It was also found that 
ih : rubber tapped in the two ta :ks were nit colected by Smt Bharathy . 
The cup lumps kept in brindles were weigned in the presence of the Assistant 
Superint ndeut, the conductor and som : of the workers and itwas fou 
to be 3.Kıs H :nce 3mt. B rrathy was suspendet fem 5.1-1970 pending 
enquiry , chargeshected for misconducts under standing Order 22 (a ), (c) 
and (i) and ( inally dismissel fron service with effect from the date of 
su pension . 

The Ko lumon Group Rubler Plintation Labour Union, Adoor , on 
behalf of S nt. Bharathy has filed a claim statement deny ng the charges 
levelled against her and contendinz as follows : She has not committed the 
miscon lucts alleged agains her. I was due to previous enemity che case 

fo s ed against her at the instance of the tapping supervisor 
Mr. Muraleedhirin Vair and other ofices. No enquiry was 

con ucted 
ag .in.ther. Records of enquiry were fraudulent created . Sufficient 
opportunity was not given to Bharathy to 

inrocence . The 
enquiry r port was not revealed to her; nor was she given any notice as to 
why she should not be uismissed from service. Hence an award has to be 
p ssed fo hrreinstatemeat in service with all back wages, continuity of 
service and oher benedits. 

The management has filed a written statement denying the above 
allega ins is false anicontend ng : On 3-1-19 O itself, on detection of the 
off nce and weigh ne ut of th : cup -ruber lu nps , the presence of the 
Assisia at Siperi ten lent Cin luctor an so ne workers , 

Sint. -Barathy 
ad aitted her guilt in a statem : it filed by her b toe the A zsistant 
Superintendent. The Super ntendent of the Kodumoa Estate thereupon 
issued a chargesheet against her and informed her that an enquiry will be 


was 


prove her 
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conducted against her by Sri K. A. Abraham , Assistant Superintendent of 
the Kodumon Estate. Accordingly an enquiry was conducted obser ing all 
princi les of natural justice. Smt. Bharathy participated in the enq uiry 
throughout a..d cross-examined the Managemen s witnesses and exani..ed 
her witne ses als " . On a careful conside ation of the entire evid ncc 
adduced at the enquiry , the enquiry o ticer found Smt. Bbarathy guilty and 
considering the gravity of th . mi conducts proved against her and also her 
prev ous records recommended her dism ssal from service. The manage. 
ment dismissed her accepting that recomm :ndation . The inion has no 
locus standi to file the claim statement on behalf of Smt. Bharathy as it was 
never a party to the dispute or before this court. Hence the claim has to be 
rejected with costs. 
A replication has been filed by the union reiterating its 

case in 

the 
claim statement and clarifying that at the time of detection of the all - ged 
misconducts and weighment of cup-rubber Jumps she was not present and 
she hai not filed any statement admitting guilt as allege in the wricten 
statement, that she has not crs-examined any witness or produced any 
witness for examination at the enquiry and that the union has tuled pleadings 
on behalf of Smt. Bharatny on the strength of an authorisa ion given by her . 

The enquiry officer was examined before me as M.W. I and Exts . MI 
to M5 and W1 were marked .. 

Regarding the authority of the union to represent Sint Bharathy in this 
case, no argument was advanced b : fore me and hence I hold t at the 
managem nt has g ven up the contention in this reg ird . So the ques ion 
for consideration at this stage of the case is whether these was a proper 
domestic enquiry held against the delinquent Smt. Bharathy . 

While considering this question , it has to be reme ubered that the case 
of th : un on is not that the dome tic enquiry was defective, but that there 
was no enq .iry at a 1 held against her and that the enquiry pro e ding : were 
fobricated to oust her froin service bei ause of previous enmity of the 
tapping supervisor Mr. Muraleedharan Nair and other officers. But the en juiry 
officer has sworn that he conducte 1 an enquiry against Ernt. Bharathy and 
has proved Exts. MIto M5. According to him Sint. Bharathy participated 
in the enquiry and on her behalf one Sukumaran , and in his absence onc 
Rajan was the observer as desired by her. Perusing the testimony of M.W. 1 
and the enquiry records, I find no reason to hold that there was no 
enquiry conducted against Smt. Bharathy. Ext.Mi is the notice of enquiry 
given to her by the Superintendent of the Estate ; the original is seen to have 
been accepted by her. The notice was issued based on Ext. M2 eport from 
the Assistant Superintendent. Ext. M3 is the inquiry proceedings a : d 
Ext. M4 contains the enquiry findings. From the records of enquiry it is 
seen that Smt. Bharathy tuily prticipated in the enquiry, cros - examined 
the managementwitnesses and also examined witnesses on her side. She 
applied for copics of the enquiry records, but were denied to her by Ext. Wi 


reply . From that it cannot be presumed that the enquiry records were 
subsequently created ; Ext. WI says that the enquiry records will be looked 
inio when an appeal is filed by her. So I find that there is no defect in the 
formal enquiry conducted ag inst Smt. Bharathy . 

Incidentally it has to be considered whether the findings entered by the 
enqui y cfficer are correct or perverse on the basis of the evidence available 
before him . The c se of the management is that the misconduct alleged 
ag inst Smt. Bhu a hy was admitted by her and proved ag_inst her at the 
enqui y . It would appear tht the statement po per numbered ( 3 ) in the 
enquiry records is the statement given by the delinquent worker. But 
M. w . 1 does not specifical.y swear so eventhough the worker has pleaded 
ignor nce in the claim state.ent. In Ext. M4 findir gs also there is no 
reference to this adnussion of the worker. So the alleged admission of guilt 
by the worker has to be igno ed . Now , I shall consider the evidence . 
Tnough the allegation again t Smt. Bharathy made in ihe written statement 
is attempt to commit thelt of cup -lump-rubber and also non- collection of 
rubber tapped in lasks Nos. 19 and 67, there was no such allegation of non 
co lection or rubber either in Ext. Ml charge or in the charge details read 
over to the worker as disclosed by Ext. M3. So we have to consider the 
cvidence rela ing to the alle gation of attempt at th ft of cup lump-rubber , 
The evidence of the management witnesses is only to the effect that cup 
lump -rubber kept concealed in task Nos. 19 and 67 were found out and 
later weigh d in the presen.c of Smt. Bharathy as 30 kgs. and that the wit 
nesses were convinced that by non -collection of rubber on previous days the 
cup lump-rubber was formed and so Bharathy must have made the 
attempted theIt ty concealing the rubber for later surreptitious removal. I 
think ihese are all presumptions of the witnesses, based on insufficient data . 
If Bharatl.y had not collected the tapped rubber in time as said by the 
witnesses and as alleged in the written stateinent there would have been a 
charge or a least a reference in Ext. Mi charge as to the non - collection of 
tapped rubber. So the evidence of witnesses has only proved detection of 
Concealed cup -lump-rubber in ta:k No. 19 and 67 tapped by Smt. Bharathy . 
There is no evidence or circumstance to support the finding that it was 
Bharathy who kept the rubber conceald. The mere fact that the rubber 
was tould conccale i in task Nos. 19 & 67, of which she was the tapper, is 
not sufficient ground to hod thit it was she who concealed the rubber . In 
Ext. M4 findings the cnquiry officer has stated that on going through the 
dail production sheet of 10 days immediately previous to 3-1-1970 it was 
scen that Smt. Bharath y had brought only very low qua tities of cup -lump 
to the collecting statior s for weighaent in comparison with the neighbou ing 
tasks and f:om that it has to be inferred that she had kept aside a portion of 
cu -lump collected every day . But the daily production sheets were 
neither produced or proved at the enquiry, affording an opportunity to th : 
worker io challenge those records. For these reasons the findings of the 
enquiry officer cannot be upheld and so the enquiry has to be found as 
defective and improper. I tid so . 


Following my above finding , the management has to be given an 
opportunity to prove the alleged misconduct before this court and the union 
to give evidence contra . 

Order as indicated above " . 

Pursuant to the preliminary order, evidence was adduced by the 
management and the worker. The evidence in the case consists of he 
testimony of M. W s. 1 to 6 and W. W s. 1 and 2 and Exts. Mi to MII 
and Wi. At the fag end of the case, the inagement filed a petitioa to 
send Ext. M6 and page 50 of Ext.M3 enquiry proceedings to a finger print 
expert to prove that the thumb impressions in them are of Bharathy. I 
dismissed that petition by order dated 4-3-1980 for reasons stated therein . 
Now the points to be considered are : 
(1) Whether the misconduct alleged against Bharathy has been 

proved ? 
(2) If the misconduct is proved , is the punishment of dismissal 

awarded to her harsh or excessive ? 
(3 ) What are the reliefs to be granted ? 

Point 1 : Ext. MI contains the charge against Bharathy . The 
misconduct alleged against her is attempted theft of cup -lump-rubber; it is 
alleged that she kept concealed cup -lump rubber in plastic bags at different 
places in task Nos. 19 and 67, where she was tapping , for later stealthy 
1emoval. 

M. W : 1 was only the er.quiry officer and so his evidence is not 
relevant in proving the alleged misconduct: M. W. 2 was the Superin 
tindent and M.W. 6 was the supervisor under him for the concerned 
F Division from where the thondi was recovered . The evidence of 
M. W s . 2 and 6 undoubtedly disclose the recovery of cup lump rubber 
kıpt concealed in lastic bags. But as to who did that mischief there is no 
dependable evidence. M. W s . 2 and 6 where witnesses atthe domestic 
er. quiry an considering their evidence also I have found in the preliminary 
order that he misconduct alleged against Bharathy was not proved . The 
position remains the same even after further evidence was adduced before 
me. M. W. 2 would swear that Bharathy admi ted her guilt at the spot 
and also in his office and affixed ter thumb impression in Ext. M6 statement 
given by her in admission of her guilt . 1 his statement of M. W. 2 is 
palpably false in as much as the evidence of his supervisor M.W. 6 is 
contr.dictory to the above statement. M.W.4 who is a tapper of the 
neighbouring task and who was also present at the time of recovery of the 
cup - lump rubber does not swear to any admission by Bharathy . M.W. 5 
was the conductor of F Division at the pertinent time. He also swears even

in chief examination that when Bharathy was questioned at the spot as also in 
the office, she denied having kept th : rubber being concealed in plastic bags. 
As against the evidence ofthese witnesses the evidence of M.W.2 or that of 
M.W.3 a tapping supervisorwho has a tempted to support M. W. 2 cannot 
be believed . M. W. 3 in his chief examination would say that Bharathy 
ad uitted her guilt both at the spot and before M. W. 2 at his office , but 
in cross-examination says that she denied having committed the misconduct 
when questioned at the scene of occurrence. It is crystal clear that she never 
admitted of any guilt. In the above circumstances, it is idle to thinks hat 
she voluntarily gave Ext. M6 statement admittinzguilt M. W.2 ad nits that 
he himsel wrote Ext. M6 and got the thumb impression of Bharathy on it . 
As I have alrea y stated M. W s. 5 and 6 have citrgorica ly stated that the 
denied having committed the misconduct when questioned at the field and at 
the office. So it is impossible to believe that she voluntairly admitted guilt in 
Ext. M6. M. W 2 wh prepared Ext. M6 ha i sufficient reason to cook up 
Ext. M6 against her. He had been sending up repurts against her and in 
vain crav ng for punishing her as disclosed by his evidence and M2 his 
report to h gher authorities. I have stated at the outest that I have dism s. 
sed a petition filed by the management at the fag end of the case to send 
Ext. M6 to a fing :r print expert. Even if it had been sent and the thumb 
impression is proved to be that of Bharathy , that will not improve the 
position for the reasons I have stated . W.W. 1 is a Sup :rintendent in th : 
Head Office who issued Ext. M5 dismissal order. His evidence also cannot 
advance he case of the managemeat. W. W. 2 is Bharathy and she swears 
to her case in the claim statement and denies the thump impression in Ext.M6 

The evidence of M. W. 4 would show that there was every chance for 
outsiders to commit the mischief. He swears F Division - do മൂന്നു

Thus, analysing the evideace and considering the circumstances, I have no 
hesitation in my mind to hold that the alleged misconduct stands not proved 
a gainst Bharathy . I find this point accordingly . 

Points 2 & 3 : -In view of my finding under point I, Bharathy is not 
liable to be punished and the punishment of dismissal from service awarded 
by the management has to be set aside and consequently she has to be 
réinstated in service with back wages. But as for back wages, she canno 
claim in ful as there is neither a pleanor proof that she had no alternatt 
employment after ber dismissal and that she made sincere efforts to mitigate 
the loss or damages as required in 1975 (2 ) L. L. J. 286 . LOI think the 
proper relief to be granted to her is rein statement with back Wages fore3 
years. 
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In the result, I pass an award cancelling Ext. M5 dismissal order passed 
against Smt. Bharathi and direct io the management to reinstate her in 
Service with all p ist benefits, including continuity of service, but limiting 
her back wag :s to three years. Parties to bear costs in the circu.nstances of 


the case . 


This award will take effect on the expiry of 30 days of itspublication in 
the Kerala Gover i geit gazette as cabinet in sectioa 17.1 il) of the 
Industrial Disputes Acc.

No. 1195 / 70 /LER dated 11-9-1976 is the following: - 

" Jusufiability or otherwise of the promotions of Junior Assistants 
K. Sheriff and Cheriyan Korah as Senior Assistants by counting 

Ihcir services both at kundara and Mamala Units ." 
It is common case that the Management had only one unit at Kundara and 
that a new unit was started at Mamala in 1968. M / s . K. A. Sheriff 
Cherian Korah were initially appointed as Junior Assistants at the Kundara 
Unit on 10-10-1968 and 14-10-1968 respectively . They were transferred to 
the Mamala Unit as per Exts. Mo and M7 and the transfer or lers look 
effect with the joining of the two employees at Mamala on 2-2-1970 and 
14-4-197! respectively . Subsequently in 1974 they were promoted as Senior 
Assistants. The justifiability of these promotions is what are challenged 
by the Union in this case. 

2. The case pleaded by the Union as could be gathered from the claim 
statement and rejoinder filed by it is as follows: 

The twc units of the Management s Company at Kundara and Mamala 
are independient in so far as it relates to service conditions including seniority 
and promotion of the employees. The Management no doubt has authority 
to transfer employees from one unit to other, but the seniority of the 
employees in the unit to which the transfer is made cannot adversely be 
affected by such transfers. M / s. K. A. Sheriff and Cherian Korah should 
have taken juniormost places as Junior Assistants in the Mamala Unit when 
they joined there as Junior Assistants on transfer . There 

the service 
rendered by them at the Kundara Unit cannot be tacked on to that of the 
Mamala Unit for the purpose of. seniority as there is no common seniority 
list for the two units. So the Management went wrong in promoting them 
as Senior Assistants in 1974 in preference to 5 other Junior Assistants who 
were seniors on account of longer service at the Mamala Unit . Ir. other 
words the five junior Assistants superseded were already in service at the 
Mamala Unit when the two persons promoted joined that Unit on transfer. 
Even otherwise Mis. K. A. Sheriff and Cherian Korah were not senior lands 
of the Kunc ara l nit as other employees senior to them by length of service 
as Junior Assistants at Kundara were not promoted in that Unit when they 
are promoted at the Mamala Unit. They could not have been promoted 
as Senior Assistants of Kundara Unit had they continued in the hunlara 
Unit . In such circumstances the promotions of M / s. K. A. Sheriff and 
Cherien Borah have to be quashed directiag the Management to promote 
the other two senior hands of the Mamala Unit. 

3. The Management in its written statement supports the promotions 
effected by contending that the two Units are not independent in the matter 
of service conditions and seniority. The management has a right to transfer 
employees from Unit to Unit as per the terms of the appointment orders 
issued to them . The transfers of M / s . K. A. Sheriff and Cherian Koral 


were cticcted in the best interests of the Company and it was necessitated 
on account of shifting of the registered office of the Company frony Kundara 
to Mamala . The transfers were not on request and there is no justification, 
therefore, for the plca that those employees must take juniormost places in 
the transferred units. By the length of service put in at the two ünits 
these two. employees were the seniormost Junior Assistants when the two 
vacancies of Senior Assistants arose and they were promoted to that 
vacancies. The promotions legitimately made are not liable to be 
interfered with . Even otherwise that order is not liable to be interfered 
without notice to the two employees who are likely to be affected . 

4. The evidence in the case consists of the testimony of MWi and WWI 
and Exts. Mi to M9. MW1 is the Personnel Officer of the Manage:nent 
Company. WW1 is one of the five Junior Assistants of the Mamala Unit 
who claims that they are seniors to M /s. K. A. Sheriff and Cherian Korah. 
5 . There are certain admitted facts. They are the following:- 

There is no cominon seniority list for the Junior Assistants working in 
the two Units of the Management Company. There was a common Union 
for the two Units and settlements on demands were being made with those 
Unions relating to the employees of both the Units till separate Unions were 
formed for the separate Units by the end of 1972. Exts . M8 and M9 are 
such settlements applicable to both the Units. It was in Ext. 118 daled 
23-10-1969 that the proportion of Senior and Junior Assistants was fixed 
at the ratio of 1:2 . No promotions to the post of Senior Assistants were 
made at the Kundara Unit after 1971 and M / s . K. A. Sheriff and Cherian 
Korah would not have been promoted had they continued at Kundara . 
Even if promotions were made these two gentlemen were not eligible for 
consideration for promotion at Kundara as there are other incumbents senior 
to them in that Unit as Junior Assistants. The scale of pay of Junior 
Assistants at thu two Units are the same. But those at Kundar: had the 
benefit of incentive bonus which is absent at Mamal:. Because of this 
difference M /s . K. A. Sheriff and Cherian Korah sustained monetary loss 
in emoluments when they were transferred to Mamala . So the Union on 
their behalf raised the demand that they must be compensate for the 
financial loss. That demand was conceded by the Management in Ext. 19 
settlement dated 2-5-1971. Clause 6 of that settlement relati s to that 
aspect. Shri K. A. Sheriff along with four other employees were transferred 
as per Ext. 16 order dated 27-12-1969 on the shifting of the registered 
office of the Company whereas Shri Cherian Korah was transferred subse 
quently as per Ext. M7 dated 29-3-1970 . These transfers were riot 
request. 

6. It is admitted by MW that transfers are not now suo moto effected 
by the Company from Unit to Unit and that only request transfers are 
made. 

It is conceried before me that if the request transfers are nc v made 
it wili be on condition that the transferee will join as the juniormust at 
the transferred unit . The argument of the Union is that the same must 
apply to the transfers earlier effected . 


on 


7. The Management s right to transfer employees from Unit to linit is 
not in Dispute . Exts . N5 (A ) and Má (B ) are copies of appointment orders 
of M /s. K. A. Sheriit and Cherian Korah . WW1 had admitted before nie 
that he and other employees were appointed 

under similar appointment 
orders. One stipulation in the appointment orders is that the employees 
are liable to be trasferred anywhere in India . The question is as to 
whether by virtue of such transfers an employee can gain or loos. char.ces 
for promotions. The answer must be an emphatic no. The contention of 
the Union that the two Units are independent in the matter of service 
conditions if true would create a situation where transfers are practically 
impossible from Unit to Unit, as it may lead to an anomaly whereby 
senior hand in a Unit ripe for promotion can be denied that night by a 
transfer to another unit for no fault of the concerned employee. The 
evidence available indicates that the employees of the same category enjoyed 
the same scale of pay when the transfers were effected . They had a 
common Union . The disputes were settled by common settlements. In one 
of the settlements the special benefits available to the Kundara init 
employees by way of incentive bonus was retained to the transferred emplo 
yecs. That circumstance is relied on by the Union to argue for the position 
that their separate status as employees of the Kundara Unit was retalned 
inspite the transfer . The fact that the Union 

that was 

20.amon for 
both the Uits fought for the preservation of the special beneiit to the 
transferred employees is a circumstances , from which it has to be inferred 
that the employee should not suffer any loss on account of the transfer. 
If that be so the transferred employee cannot take up a junior post at the 
risk of loosing promotional avenues! If the two Units were common then 
promotions should have been made from a common seniority list. The 
absence of such a common seniority list is a factor advantageous to the 
Union s contention . The fact that M / s. K. A. Sheriff and Cherian Korah 
would not have been promoted had they continued at Kundara is yet another 
circunstance favourable to the casc advanced 

by the 

Union . The only 
aspect that could be said in support of the action of the Management is 
the fact that a transferred employe should not suffer on account of the 
Management s action by taking the juniormost place. Even if we go by the 
contentions advanced by the Management that the two Units were 
independent but common in the matter of service conditions it cannot be 
said that. M /s. K. A. Sheriff and Cherian Korah would have been promoted 
in 1974. So it is unnecessary for me to decide the dispute as to whether 
the two Units were independent or not. Suffice it to say that these two 
employees were not entitled to promotion even if we accept the contention 
of the Managemer !. I am not asked to evolve a promotion policy for the 
employees of the Company. It is also pertinent to note that all the L ninns 
functioning in the establishment are not parties to this eference. All that 
I can say in the circumstances is tliat the Management s action in having 
promoted M / s. K. A Sheriff and Cherian Korah in 1974 cannot be supportel. 
It is upto the Management to evolve a proper promotion policy and imple 
ment the sane to avoid the confusion created by the promotions in question , 


not 
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. In the result I pays an award finding that the promotion of M s. 
K , A. Sherifi and Cherian Korah are not justifiable. I make it clear that 
it is open to the Maragement to evolve a promotion policy and effect 
promotions accordingly. 

9. This award shall come into force on the expiry of thirty days from 
the late of its publication in the Government Gazette.

The Management, FACT Ltd. (CD), suspended Shri K. R. Ramachan -Iran 
Nałr for 14 days by way of punishment finding that he committed the inis 
conduct of sieeping during duty hours at about 11 p.71 . on 1-17-1975 . "The 
correctness of that punishment is what is challenged in this reference made 
by Government as per G.O. (Rt.) No 1230 /77 /LBR dated 12-10-1977 . 

2. The Management s case is that Shri Ramachandran Nair, a Tehnician , 
was on duty for the shift 4 pm to 12 p . mn . on 1-10-1975 and that the Call 
Officer found him sleeping in a room adjacent to the workspot at 11 p. m . 
Ile was charge-sheetca and asked to explain . He pleaded innocence . Tu 
the domestic enquiry that followed it was found that he was suilty of the 
alleged inisccr duct. Accepting that finding the punishment alrealy mentioned 
was inflicted . The Management in its written statement supports its action 
while contending that a lenient punishment alone was awarded when as a 
matter of fact he could have been dismissed considering the gravity of the 
offence. 

3. The Union in its claim statement alleges that the charge against the 
workman was raised without any reasonable basis. He did not sleep as is 
alleged by the Maragement during duty hours. He was sitting on a chair 
in a room near his duty spot after 11 p.m. on the relevant date . There 
is a telephone in that particular room and he had to use the same to contact 
another Technician on that particular night. 

The scraper 

machine was 
being attended to oue Mukundan Kutty, an inexperienced hand. The out 
turn of work was poor and the Assistant Plant Manager on July came to 
the spot at 9 p . in . He instructed Shri Ramachandran Nair to increase the 
load . Rul Shri Ramachandran Nair hesitated as he was aware that the 
maximum load was being applied . He told the Assistant Plant Manager that 
it is not advisable to increase the load and that the machine is likely to 
break - down if the load is increased . The Assistant Plant Manager did not 
give any importance to this suggestion. He also did not like tue attitude 
of Shri Ramachandran Nair in attempting to advise him . So the Aisistant 
Plant Manager himself operated the Scraper with additional load resulting 
in the breakdown of the Scraper. The work had to be stopped and the 
machine was being attended to by the Mechanical Maintenance Wing. This 
happened at 10.45 p.m. Thereafter Shri Ramachandran Nair went round 
and inspected the other machinery under his authority and 13. to the 
particular room where he is alleged to have seen sleeping, contacting arother 
Technician ky phone by sitting on the chair by the side of the table 
which the phone was placed . There was a pedestal fan in that room . 

To 
get ril 

of the attacking mosquitos Shri Ramachandran Nair hal to switch 
on the fan and place his legs on the table in front of the chair. It was 
this point of time that the Call Officer came to the room . He stood up 
immediately on seeing the Call Officer . Then the Call Officer advised linn 
politely to go home and take rest as he appeared very inuch exhausted . IIC 
was issued a gate pass and he left. A false case is cooked up on these true 


on

facts as the Assistant Plant Manager and the Call Officer had, special reasons 
to be on inimical terms with him . The enquiry was also not proper . The 
lindings of the Enquiry Officer are perverse. 

4. The oral evidence before me is limited to the testimony of the Enquiry 
Officer who conducted the domestic enquiry . Exts. Mi to M3 ure the docu 
ments proved of which Ext. Mi is the enquiry file and Ext. M2 the Standing 
Orders app ).cable to this establishment . Ext. M3 produced by the Manage 
ment as called for by the Union is said to be the log book containing the 
entries for the 4 p.m. to 12 p.m. shift on 1-10-1975 also . 

5. It is admitted that the workmar concerned was served with a proper 
charge and the domestic enquiry conducted with notice to him . He partici 
pated in the domestic enquiry throughout and he was being represented by 
a co -worker of his choice. Two witnesses were examined on behalf of tho 
Management. They were the Assistant Plant Manager and the Call Officer 
on duty at the relevant time. Both of them were cross-examined at length 
on behalf of the worker. The worker gave evidence as DW4. He also 
examined three witnesses on his side at the enquiry as DWs1 to 3. There 
is no complaint that the Management or the Enquiry Officer in any way 
violated the principles of natural justice in the matter of conducting the 
enquiry. But there is a complaint that Mwi, the Enquiry Officer failed to 
consider some of the documents produced at the instance of the workian at 
the enquiry . The main complaint is that the evidence on recur ] at the 
enquiry is insufficient to support the finding of guilt rendered by the Luquiry 
of .cer. 

6. Even according to the workman he was sitting in a chair in the 
room in a comfortable way placing his legs on the table before the chuir 
switching on the resial fan in the room at the time when the Call 

Oncer 
saw hin there. There is a dispute regarding the correct time at which he 
was seen in those circumstances. The Management s case is tha: it was at 
about 11 p.m. Eccording to the workman it was some time immoliately 
after 11 p.m. But to me it appears that the slight discrepancy in the Manage 
ments evidence regarding the exact time is not much material as the 
crucial çuestion is as to whether he was found asleep or not during duty 
hours. Admittedly lus duty period ranged from 4 p.m. to 12 p.m. Ile was 
a Technician and in that capacity he had to attend to the machineries and 
see that they were properly functioning. The explanation offered for the 
relaxation by the workman in the room is that the Scraper machine broke 
down necessitating stoppage of work in the other sections in charge of Shri 
Ramachandran Nair and there ore there was nothing urgent for him to do 
and he coula have remained in the room after making the normal rounds . 
It is admitted by the Management s witnesses also at the enquiry that the 
Scraper niachine met with a break down resulting in the stoppage of work 
in that section. Put the Management s witnesses do not admit the sugges 
tion that the other Sections under the authority of Shri Ramachandran Nair 
also came to a standstill. Even if the allegation that all the machineries 
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under the wuthority of Shri Ramachandran Nair came to a stop on account 
of the clefect in tive Scraper machine it does not mean that he could have 
slept if he had actually been sleeping. So this controversy is of no great 
importance to our purpose. Therefore I shall proceed to scrutinise the 
evidence on the crucial question. 

7. MWs1 and 2 gave evidence at the enquiry that they had occasion to 
sec Stiri korachancreta Nair sleeping in the room mentioned above at about 
11 p.m. on the relevant night. According to MW1 he saw someric sleeping 
in the room and on verification found that it was the "Tecanician Shri 
Ramachandran Nair. Shri Ramachandran Nair did not notice the presence 
of the witness in the room as he was in sound sleep . 10 MWi, the Call 
Officer, gave in inimation about the situation to the Assistant Plant 
Manager and the two together came back to the room where Shri Ramachandran 
Nair was sitting. There they together woke him up froin the sleep and the 
Call Officer ironically remarked that Shri Ramachandran Nair con better 
take rest at home. As directed by the Call Officer the Assistant Plant 
Manager issued a Fate pass to Shri Ramachandran Nair who it turn loft 
the factory premises utilising the same. The gate pass is said to have been 
issued at 11.05 p . m . The Assistant Plant Manager was examined as MW2 
in the enquiry. MWs1 and 2 corroborates each other on all essential 
particulars. 


8. The question is as to whether the witnesses MWs1 and 2 can be 
believed. The Union has a case that these two witnesses had special reasons 
to find fault with Shri Ramachandran Nair. Those special reasons are 
mentioned for the first time at the enquiry by Shri Ramachandran Nair as 
DW 4. The details were not put to the witnesses when they were cross 
?xamined . No such ailegation is seen to have betn raised against these 
superior Officers in the explanations submitted by Shri Ramach indran Nair 
to the charge. That explanation is also available in Ext. Mi file and it was 
marked as Ext. 3 at the enquiry. The relevant portion of th explana 
tion is as follows: -- 


" Since there was no work to be done , I sat on the chair near the 
phone. Since mosquitoes were troubling me on the legs, I placed 
the legs above the table to avoid mosquito biting. It was at that 
time that the Call Officer and A. P. M. came there. They apparently 
thought that I was sleeping. The Call Officer told me that I looked 
tired and should go home. 
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No motive is attributed to the Call Officer and the Assistant Plant Manager 

explanation . If as a matter of fact things were as is now alleged by 
the Union then one cannot expect the omission of the olive of the two 
Superior Officers in the explanation submitted, The explanation itself is 
seen to have been submitted after obtaining sufficient time for the submission 
of the same. A reading of the explanation as a whole would go to show 
that it was not prepared at random in haste, but prepared and submitted with 
proper advice on due consideration of all aspects of the case. So it is evident 
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that the motive attributed to the Officers at the fag end of the enquiry through 
the interested evidence of the workman as DW4 is the result of an after 
thought. I do not find anything in the available evidence at the enquiry from 
which it can reasonably be said that the Call Officer and the Assistant Plant 
Manager had any special axe to grind against Shri Ramachandran Nair . So 
normally their evidence has to be accepted . Their evidence can be accepted 
more especially because it is admitted that Shri Ramachandran Nair was 
found in circumstances in which a worker on duty should not ordinarily have 
been placed . 

9. Now we have to consider the evidence of defense witnisses before 
coming to the final conclusion regarding the acceptability or otherwise of 
the evidence of the Management s witnesses. DW1 Shri Mukundankutty was 
in charg . of the operation of Scraper machine during that shift. He is 
examined to say that the Scraper machine broke down because

operation made by the Assistant Plant Manager himself. He further swears 
that Shri Ramachandran was present with him at the Scraper machine from 
8 p.m. to 10.45 p.m. DW2 swears that he had occasion to 

see Shri

on duty in another section on the particular shift. His claim that it was 
exactly at 11 p.m. that he saw Shri Ramachandran Na cannot be accepted 
safely as he pleaded ignorance of the correct time of other similar incidents. So 
his evidence is of io use at all. The remaining witness is DV:) , another 
Technicial, examined to corroborate Shri Ramachandran Nair s cake that 
these two Technicians had a telephone conversation at about 11 p.m. That 
there was such a telephone conversation is not

mentionel in the 
explanation submitted by Shri Ramachandran Nair to the charge. In the 
circumstances of the case a telephone conversation by Shri Ramachandran 
Nair after 11 p.m. was an important factor that should have been put in 
defence The failure to mention the same is significant and speaks volumes. 
"The only reasonable Wference that could be drawn is that DW3, a co -worker , 
is obliging Shri Ramachandran Nair with a false story. When that is the

position the testimony of MWs1 and 2 can safely be accepted and 
upon . The Enquiry Officer was correct when he came to the conclusion that 
Shri Ramachandran Nair was found asleep during duty hours. The mis 
conduct, therefore, is proved . The punishment 

awarded as nominal and 
conduct, therefore, is proved . The punishment awarded is nominal and 
oftenre stal lished . So that is only to be confirmed and I do so . In the 
result an award is passed confirming the punishment.

He was relieved of his duties in P. W. D. on 9-7-1964 to take up appoint 
ment as Surveyor and Draftsman in Boarder Roads Organisation . He 
rejoined duty in the State Public Works Department on 16-7-1970 vide 
order in G. O. (MS) 250 /68 /PW dated 23-12-1968 . 

Shri Kunhappa has represented to Government that his name is not 
seen included in the seniority list of Work Superintendents published with 
G. O.read as first paper above and has prayed for it taking into account 
his service in the Boarder Roads Organisation . The services in the B.R.O. 
is taken into account for purpose of seniority as Work Superintendentin the 
case of one Sri Devassia , who was also relieved of his duties in the P.W.D. 
along with the petitioner , and his seniority was fixed accordingly as per 
G. O.read as 2nd paper. Government bave examined the issue and found 
that the service of Sri M.Kuahappa in the B. R. O. is also to be taken 
into account for purpose of seniority as Work Superintendent and his totay 
length of service as on 1-4-1962 will be 4 years 6 months and 14 days. 
Accordingly he will take rank No. 2329A below Sri M. Haridasan (Rank 
No. 2329) and above Sri V. S. Balakrishna Pillai (Rank No. 2330 ) in the 
final gradation list ofWork perintendents as on 1-4-1968 published with 
the G.O. read as 1st paper above.

University and 186 seats for candidates belonging to Calicut University . 
Out of the 372 seats allocated for the students of Kerala University 2 % of the 
seats viz ., 7. seats will be reserved for candidates from Universities other than 
Kerala and Calicut who are Indian citizens of Kerala origin and who are 
otherwise eligible for admission .

9 . If any of the seats reserved . under clause 6 remain unfilled, all such 
vacancies shall be taken together and distributed among the students ofKerala 
and Calicut Universities in the ratio of the student strength and filled up by 
selection from the ranked list of pre-degree students on merit basis. 

10. Reservation to the Scheduled Caste/Scheduled Tribes candidates 
socially and Educationally backward classes etc., will be in accordance with 
the orders in G.O. (P ) 208 /66/ Edn. dated 2-5-1966 as modified from time to 
time, except in respect of region -wise reservation of seats .

12. There will be no interview for selection of candidates except in the 
case of admission to the seat reserved for Orthopaedically and other handi 
capped candidates . Selection will be purely on the basis of merit assessed 
on the marks obtained in the University examinations in all cases except the 
admissions to the seats reserved for Orthopaedically and other handicapped 
candidates and the seats reserved for outstanding sportsmen . 

13. In the case of science graduates, merit will be assessed on the basis 
of the total marks secured for the optional subjects for the degree examination , 
The marks obtained for mathematics will be deducted from the total and the 
rest will be converted out of a maximum of 1000 . 

14. In the case of pre-degree candidates, merit will be assessed on the 
basis of the total marks secured by them in part II (i) optional subjects, ie . 
Physics, Chemistry, Biology at the pre-degree examination or its equivalent 
examination calculated on a maximum of 450 marks . 

15. When there is a tie in the case of pre-degree candidates who get 
equal number ofmarks for subjects, candidates getting more marks in English 
will be given higher rank .
